The Whole District Badly Shaken Up— 


The Unholy W«rf«r« Carried on to 


Intimidate the Authorities 


Into Non-Action. 


PABIS, March 38.-There was a ter- 


rific explosion of dynamite yesterday 
morning at 39 Rue Clichy, the home of 
M. Bonlot, the public prosecutor. 
The 


attempt was against his life, which has 
been threatened repeatedly lately by 
anarchists. 
The police say that at 


least eight pounds of dynamite must 
have been used. 


The effect of the explosion was inde- 


scribable. Houses for an eighth of a 
mile on every side of No. 39 were rooked 
as If by an earthquake. All window* 
were shattered In the neighborhood an( 
walls of the strongest'buildings in the 
immediate vicinity were cracked and 
bulged. No. 30 is a wreck. The explo- 
sion, which Is thought to have taken 
place In the ground hallway, blew the 
stairway to splinters so that the panic 
stricken inmates had to be helped down 
from the upper floors with ladders 
The furniture throughout the hous 
was thrown into heaps and agalns 
walls so that not a whole chair or tabl 
remains. The windows and framesan 
nil were blown out completely, an

ing Immunity from the courts and pub- 
lic ollloials. The%o means consist in 
holding personally responsible every 
liullvUlul who assists it convicting 
them. Magistrates are 
mortal and 


amenable to fear. To give them the 
necessary lessons as in the case of Mr. 
llcnclt, it will be indispensible to blow 
up the house of every judge or publio 
prosecutor who has assisted recently in 
sending anarchists to prison. After we 
have treated a few magistrates and 
prosecuting attorneys in .this way, pot a 
judge or lawyer will dare to risk thi 
conviction of an anarchist, as he wil 
know that such a conviction is liis own 
death warrant and perhaps the deatl 
warrant of his whole family. 


"Tho method Is easy and not danger 


OUfl, as we have allies in every neigh 
torhood who are ready to facilitate the 
••cape of the perpetrators of such an 
Aft of justice. The police have not 
Mttght any of the men who were re- 
sponsible for the two last explosions, 
Mthough they think they have. We do 
not Intend to make the innocent suffer 
with the guilty, and so we warn people, 
not to live In houses with persons who 
are active In prosecuting us. We wish 
to make it so that the judges and law- 
yers who prosecute us will be obliged 
to live alono and landlords will refxise 
to rent property to them for fear of our 
vengeance. When wo can make our 
persecutors the pariahs of society in 
this way we shall have token a long 
step towards the revolution."

<'THK FLYING ROLL." 


If oral Plague Spot To Be Obliterated. 
DETROIT, Mich., March >3T.—The days 
f the disciples of the flying roll are 
numbered in Detroit. Police are now 
after "Prince Michael," and promise to 
make it warm for the apostle. During 
he recent riots he was protected by the 
authorities, but stories of such a soan- 
lalous nature gained circulation that the 
department has been quietly working 
on the case for several days. Michael K. 
aills, or "Prince Michael," as he is 
called, was married in Canada fifteen 
years ago, and lived happily with his wife 
until three years ago, when he became 
a religious crank and took \into him- 
self a spiritual wife, Eliza Courts. Since 
then the Courts woman has presided 
over his household, and his wife has 
been compeled to submit to all the in- 
dignities of a common servant. Mrs. 
Mills stood by her husband all this time, 
but at last she resolved to leave him and 
return to her folks in Canada, but de- 
layed her departure until yesterday 
morning. As she came out of the house 
she was met by an agent of the police, 
who told her some one wanted to see 
her in a neighboring house, and when 
she arrived there she was confronted by 
two officers who drove with her to a po- 
lice justice. On the way to the court 
she told enough to send the prince 
"over the road" for some years to come. 
Her story, us well as that of other 
women, showed plainly that he main- 
tains a harem, over which the spiritual 
wife presides and she designates every 
evening who shall be "the prince's 
wife." His real wife never had the 
honor of being selected. Mrs. Mills 
was taken before the superintendent of 
•olice and after a long interview she 
departed for St. Thomas. The police 
laim to be able, to suppress the settle- 
ment on evidence secured.

which is situated in Gloucester and Suf- 
folk counties, and is valued nt £10,000; 
also half-of the £140,000 In cash and se- 
curities left by the testatrix. Theother 
half gees to tho other litigants. Mrs. 
Parnell is required to give Capt. O'Shea, 
her former husband, a half life interest 
In her £70,000. When Mrs. Parnell and 
Capt. O'Shea are both dead this money 
is to be divided among the children of 
their marriage.

Death oi Walt Whitman, the Poet. 
CANDEN, N. J., March 27.-Walt Whit- 


man, the poet, died at his home here 
I'esterflay. 


[Walt Whitman came from Holland and En- 


glish Immigration stock and w«s a son of Wal- 
ler Whitman, farmer and carpenter. He was 
»rn May 31,1816, about 80 miles from New 
York city, at West Hills, Suffolk county, New 
York. He removed early to Brooklyn and Now 
York city, where ho grew up through boyhood 
aad young manhood. He had ft plain education 
In tho public schools, learned the trade of 
printer, anrt become nu editor. He then went 
off for two years on a working and Journeying 
toar through nearly every oue of the middle, 
southern and western status and (during the 
Mexican war of l*(8-(9) to Louisiana and Texas, 
returning leisurely up the Mississippi and 
northern lakos, and back to New York oltv. 


He lived and worked there till 18(12, when he 
left for Washington and tho front ol the civil 
war. 
His Intense and continued peisonal occu- 
pation day nnd night for over two years follow- 
ing In nursing the army wounded and sick, 
northern and southern alike, resulted In a se- 
vere prostration ana paralysis at the end of the 
contest, from which he suffered tlll-the time of 
bis death, though his mind remained unim- 
paired, and he continued to write until very re- 
cently.

—Held an Autopsy. 


PaiLADEtPniA, March 28. — At an 


early hour yesterday morning Thomas 
B. Horned, an old friend ot Walter 
Whitman, and one of his literary cxe- 
jutors, met George Whitman, a brother 
)f the poet, and together with other 
friends arrangements for the funeral 
were finally decided nnd the interment 
will take place at 3 o'clock on Wednes- 
day afternoon. 


Yesterday afternoon an autopsy was 


made upon the body of the deceased 
poet. The physicians found, it is said, 
that the left lung was entirely gone and 
only a breathing space of the right 
lung remained. 
They found about 


three quarts of water around the heart 
and a large number of small abscesses 
about the organ. The pain in the left 
side had been occasioned by peritonitis. 
The brain was found to be abnormally 
large and in a quite healthy condition. 
Portions of the brain and other organs 
were taken for microscopic examina- 
tion. After they had finished their 
labor the physicians stated that the 
poet was one of the most splendidly 
built men they had ever examined.

high speed. He started his train so 
quickly that it broke in two. The sec- 
ond section, a double header, broke in 
two about 8 miles west, with no brake- 
man on the front end and engineers 
unable to hold the train.

Death of Dr. Morrison Munford. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 37.—Dr. 


Morrison Munford, for twenty years 
editor and owner of the Kansas City 
Times, died at 4:30 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. The cause of death was- 
pleuro-pneumonia which he contracted 
some five weeks ago. Hd was 50 years 
old, and had been actively engaged in 
the newspaper business since 1807,'when 
he established a weekly paper in Ten- 
nessee. Dr. Munford's connection with 
the Times of this city terminated four 
months ago, when 
the syndicate 


which had obtained control of the stock 
voted him out. Heat once made arrange- 
ments to btarfc an evening paper and a 
few days before it was to have appeared 
he was taken ill. Dr. Munford was at 
one time wealthy, but died a bankrupt. 


Leading a Double Life. , 


MONTBKAL, Can., March 27.—The po- 


lice here recently arrested a number of 
moonshiners who had been running 
Illicit stills in out-of-the-way parts ot 
the city. One was a man named Re- 
pontigny and a woman, who were sen- 
tenced to a month in jail and to pay a 
fine of 1100 each. It has since developed 
that Uepontigny has been leading a 
double life and is a Catholic priest. 
Only an hour or so before his arrest he 
had ofliciated at a service in St. Cune- 
grand parish, of which he has had 
charge for the past two years. He was 
an eloquent preacher in both French 
and English and popular among his 
parishonci's. 


Tried to Kidnap Her Own Child. 


BRAZIL, Ind., March 27.—Mrs. Alice 


Richardson, of Indianapolis, has been 
In the city for a few days planing to 
capture her daughter, who was taken 
from the poorhouse two years ago by 
S. B. Riley, formerly editor of the Brazil 
Miner. She requested to see the child 
yesterday and, as soon as it appeared 
before her, roughly seized the girl and 
made oft on a run. The marshal with 
a party of neighbors, s«cceeded in re- 
covering the child. The woman pleaded 
pitifully to keep it but without avail. 
She claimed that she had saved up 
enough money to care for the child.

CHIOAOO, March 28.—The grand jury 


struck a new and important lead in the 
hoodie investigation during Saturday's 
eeasiou. The testimony was that ol Otis 
Jones, formerly a contractor for school 
heating1 apparatus. His testimony im- 
plicates Banks Cregier, son of the ex- 
mayor, and M. B. Herty, member of the 
board of education. Jones swore that 
13,050 was paid out corruptly, of which 
1350 
was 
given to Banks 
Cregier 


for 
his 
supposed 
influence with 


his 
father, 
to 
have 
Herty 
ap- 


pointed on the board of education. 
The remaining 11,700 was given to 
Herty, it is alleged, after that gentle- 
man's appointment to secure his influ- 
ence in securing contracts for Jones. 
The firm of which Jones was a member 
for some months received all or nearly 
•11 the contracts for school buildings 
through the influence of Herty. 


During his examination by the grand 


jury Jones became so wrought up and 
excited that he fainted, causing a great 
commotion. 


Messrs. Cregier and Herty both em- 


phatically deny the truth of Jones' state- 
ments. 
There arc hints of further sensations 


to-day, to which the grand jury ad- 
journed. 


Aldermen Michaclson and Bowles 


furnished bonds of »10,000 each Satur- 
day afternoon. 


Otis Jones' story was to this effect: 


"In 1889 I was in the business of con- 
tracting for heating apparatus. I de- 
sired to get work from the school board. 
O. H. Goodrich, who was then in my 
employ, come to me and said that if I 
would use some money I could get valu- 
ble contracts from the school board. 
At his advice and suggestion"I gave 
him 1400 which he afterward told 
me had been paid to Mr. M. B. Hercly, 
a member of the board of education. 
I put in a bid for some work and 
got the contract. Some time after 
Goodrich told me that Uercly's term on 
the board was about to expire, and that 
money would secure influence that 
would bring about his reappointment. 
He asked for *350 which I gave him, 
and which he afterward said he had 
paid to Banks Cregier for the letter's in- 
fluence with his father in Hercly's in- 
terest. Hercly was appointed. Some 
time afterward 
after Goodrich de- 


iuanded«$500 which he said Hercly had 
told him to get to be used to help buy 
for Hercly the chairmanship of the com- 
mittee on junitors and supplies. I paid 
that. 


"I was not given any of the contracts 


for some time, and 1 asked Goodrich 
why. He said Herclji wanted $1,000, 
and that if I paid it I would get lots of 
work. I gave Goodrich the $1,000 and 
he told me he paid it to Hercly. But 
no contracts were awarded to me, al- 
though Hercly was chairman of the 
committee on janitors and supplies. 


I became anxious about the way I was 


heing shut out and told him I either had 
to be given business or get my $1,000 
back. Goodrich told me that he met 
Hercly at the city hall a number of 
times but could get no satisfaction out 
of him. At last Goodrich went, so he 
told me, to Hercly's house, where he 
found him sick in bed. To the demand 
for return of the money Hercly told 
Goodrich, so the latter told me, that to ve- 
Junll it would be impossible for him. 
It had been divided, he said, among 
other members of the board. He could 
not refund it out of his private means 
because he had then but recently foiled 
in business and had no money. 


"Shortly after that I quit the busi- 


ness of contracting and took a place 
with the Hicks Stock Car Co. Mr. Good- 
rich became secretary of tho Mascontah 
Kennel club. 


After Mr. Jones had retired from the 


grand jury room, G. H. Goodrich, the 
alleged go-between, who had been sub- 
poenaed, was called in. Replying to the 
queries of the grand jury, he contra- 
dicted Mr. Jones' statements and pro- 
nounced them false. lie denied ever 
having paid money to either Banks 
Cregier or ex-Senator Hercly, and inti- 
mated that Mr. Jones' spasm of virtue 
was due lo a desire on« his'jiart to get 
hold of some money. 
It is alleged that tlie firm to which 


Jones belongs has for tame months re- 
ceived all or nearly ill the contracta 
for city school buildings through the in^ 
fluence of Hercly. When Mr. Jones 
was put under lire in the grand jury 
room he fainted and great commotion 
ensued among the jurors. He was soon 
revived and the examination continued. 
After the adjournment Gen. Lieb said: 


"We had some good testimony to- 


day on both the council and board of 
education corruption methods, and it is 
not improbable an indictment will re- 
sult from the latter. It was a surprise 
to us, and as long as we are after the 
boodlers we do not care where we find 
them." 


"Will there be more indictments in 


the aldermanic cases?" the general waa 
asked.

Damaging Evidence by Mr. Biber, 


Democrat, in tne Mt. Zlon 


Election Case. 


Judge Vail ot nvened the circuit court 
his morning and the election fraud case 
agaiuet W. I), Hunter was taken np. 


W. L. liiber of Mt. Zion, continued 


as follows: The ballot table was placed 
a position an J the bullet- boi was placed 
thereon where it was on the day of eleo- 
lion, and Mr. Rilwr was examined as to 
>he possibility of Hunter, who took the 
iokets from tiia voters, marking those 
ickets without being observed. 
Mr. 


Sdills took the same position at the ballot 
table that Hunter occupied on election 
day and Mr. Eiber took the place occu- 
pied by Clerk Smith ou election day, to 
the right of Hunter. When Mr. Biber 
was writing as the clerk would be attera 
ballot was received, Mr. Mills marked 
several tickets as the Mt, Zion ballots 
were marked without being observed by 
Rlber. 'Witness said ballots could have 
Men marked in the same manner on 
election day without being observed by 
either toe clerk or other persons in the 
room; continuing the witness testified 
ia did not observe Hunter numbering 
any of the tickets; thoie not engaged in 
recording the names of the voters or 
receiving the ballots at the window 
were talking with each other in the 
rear of the room and taking no interest 
10 the work done at the ballot table. 
A box stood against the west wall, and 
at no time during the day did I see any- 
one sitting between this box and the 
north wall and the ballot table, except 
the clerk, Smith, and Hunter. The glass 
in the voting window was moderately 
clean. 
Witness then testiBed to the 


manner ol counting out tickets, which 
was the same as the testimony of witness 
Smith. Witness testified he found three 
or four of the peculiarly marked David- 
son tickets when counting out tickets. 
When the tickets hrul been counted and 
tallied, one poll book and one tally sheet, 
with the tickets, were placed in the bal 
lot box, which was looked, and the key 
given to me; the ballot table was put 
over the box, on the wust tide ot the 
wail; the ballot box was placed on the 
box under the table, and the pigeon holes 
belonging to the table were put on the 
table, The room was looked when we 
left it and I took the key. The 
votes were canvassed on the following 
Saturday in the same place the voting 
had been done; Hunter, Hutchison, Sootl 
and myself canvassed them. The keys 
were in my pocket from the evening of 
the election day until the day we can- 
vassed the returns, 
The day we can- 


vassed the returns we opened the ballot 
box and took out the tally sheet and 
poll book, when we completed the can- 
vass we put the poll book and the tally 
sheet back into the box and looked and 
sealed it, the ballots were canvassed 
before the aohool-trustee election, 


The cross examination brought out 


nothing new except that the voters could 
see Hunter through the voting window; 
there was nothing to obstruct the view 
of an outsider from 
the numbering 


of the ballot; that 
in the 
room 


40 inches east ot the ballot table 
at the north wall of the voting place and 
directly east of Hunter there was a ohair 
occupied occasionally by different mem- 
bers ot the board; that the persons ooou- 
pying said ohair were in a position to see 
the numbering of the ballots; in count- 
ing out ballots found one folded four 
times. Ho also testified that the straight 
tickets were strong first which would put 
the straight tickets of one party on the 
end of the string from which they might 
have been removed without detection eo 
far 04 their relation to members are con- 
cerned. 


Alex Armstrong was next examined. 


He testified ia relation to the canvassing 
of the vote on Saturday and the turning 
over to him as town olerk elect; also that 
Hunter and witness hod sealed the box 
by pasting papers over the cover ot the 
box and over the ballot slot, BSD Smith 
afterward wrote my name on those 
papers.

SCORES OF HUMAN LIVES IN DASGER. 


The Harbor Covered With a Sea of 


Burning Oil — The 
Conflagration 


Caused by the Carelessness ol a 


Sailor on an American Vessel. 


BAKCELOSA, March 28.—In the har- 


bor here yesterday a sailor on a lighter, 
which-was transporting petroleum from 
an American vessel to the docks, 
dropped a lighted match on one of the 
barrels. The barrel took fire and in. a 
moment was in a blaze. The fire leaped 
from stem to stem and the crew of the 
lighter jumped for their lives and a warn 
ashore or to the other boats. The 
lighter drifted around in the harbor, a 
mass of flames, and the burning oil ran 
out on the water. 


Six vessels at anchor near the spot 


where the lighter took fire tried to get 
away, but the rapidity with which the 
blazing oil was blown toward them left 
them no time. The corvete Thyro caught 
first, and those of the crew on board 
had to get away on the other side in 
small boats and swam until picked up. 
The corvete's decks were on fire within 
a few minutes, and the vessel was 
burned to the water's edge and sank 
wishin an hour. 


The four steamers Cassilla, Albona, 


Walla and Pi, caught shortly after the 
Thyra was abandoned. 
Their crews 


had already got away. Attempts were 
made to tow them away from the other 
shipping and to bring streams of water 
from other boats to bear upon them, 
but the oil in the harbor rendered these 
attempts so unsafe that no volunteers 
could be kept at work. 


The wnr ship Lepanto was started 


from her moorings, but before she could 
get under way one of the burning 
steamers swung: up beside her and her 
rigging caught fire. Before this could 
be extinguished, burning brands were 
blown on the decks by the rising wind, 
and the commander was unable to keep 
the few men, not absent on leave, at 
work fighting1 the flames. They low- 
ered the boats, and with the aid of a 
launch which had come out to them, es- 
caped unhurt. 


The Lepanto sank last evening. The 


launch Caiman also was burned and 
sunk. Not a life was lost although sev- 
eral men were injured while trying to 
beat back the flames from the Lepanto. 
The wildest panic prevailed among the 
ships in the harbor during the lire, and 
many that were at a distance from the 
lighter when it took fire saved them- 
selves only by starting seaward imme- 
diately. The spectacle of the six burn- 
ing ships was watched by thousands on 
the docks.

LOWN UP AND WRECKED BY DYRAMITE 


he Whole District Badly Shaken Up— 
The.Unholy Warfare Carried on to 


Intimidate the Authorities 


Into Non-Action. 


PAWS, March 83.—There was a ttr- 
iflc explosion of dynamite yesterday 
nornlug at 39 Rue Cllchy, the home of 
I. Boulot, the public prosecutor. The 
ttcmpt was against his life, which has 
ien threatened repeatedly lately by 
narchistn. 
Tho police say that at 


east eight pounds of dynamite, must 
avo been used. 
The effect of the explosion was inde- 


scribable. Houses for an eighth of a 
illo on every sido of No. 3D were rocked 
s if by an earthquake. All windows 
.'ere shuttered in the neighborhood and 
vails of the strongest'buildings in the 
mmediate vicinity were cracked and 
ulged. No. 39 is u wreck. The explo- 
ion, which is thought to have taken 
lace In the ground hallway, blow the 
(airway to splinters so that the panic- 
trlckcn inmates hud to be helped down 
rom the upper tioors with ladders.

ous, as we have allies in' every neigh- 
lorhood who are ready to facilitate the 
escape of tho perpetrators of such an 
act o' justice. The police have not 
laught any of the men who were re- 
sponsible for the two last explosions, 
although they think they have. Wo do 
lot intend to make the Innocent su£cr 
with the guilty, and so we warn people 
lot to live in houses with persons who 
ire active in prosecuting us. We wish 
to make it so that the judges and law- 
yers who prosecute us will be obliged 
,o live alone and landlords will refuse 
to rent property to them for fear of our 
engcanee. When wo can make our 
persecutors tho pariahs of society in 
.his way we shall have taken a long 
step towards the revolution."

Parnell Is required to give Capt. O'Shea, 
her former husband, a half life interest 
in her £70,000. When Mrs. Parnell and 
Capt. O'Shea are both dead this money 
is to be divided among the children ol 
their marriage.

"TUB FLYING ROLL." 


A Moral Plague Spot To B* Obliterated. 


DETROIT, Mich., March 27.—The days 


of the disciples of the flying roll are 
numbered in Detroit. Police are now 
after "Prince Michael," and promise to 
make it warm for the apostle. 
During 


the recent riots he was protected by the 
authorities, but stories of such a scan- 
dalous nature gained circulation that the 
department has been quietly working 
on the case for several days. Michael K. 
Mills, or "Prince Michael," as he is 
called, was married in Canada fifteen 
years ago, and lived happily with his wife 
until three years ago, when he became 
a religious crank and took unto him- 
self a spiritual wife, Eliza Courts. Since 
then the Courts woman has presided 
over his household, and his wifo has 
been compeled to submit to all the in- 
dignities of a common servant. Mrs. 
Mills stood by her husband all this time, 
but at last she resolved to leave him and 
return lo her folks in Canada, but de- 
layed tier departure until yesterday 
morning. As she cunie out of the house 
she was met by tin agent of the police, 
who told her some- one wanted to see 
her in a neighboring house, and when 
she arrived there she was confronted by 
two officers who drove wfth her to a po- 
lice justice. On the way to the court 
she told enough to send the prince 
"over the road1' for some, years to come. 
Her story, as well us that of other 
women, showed plainly that he main- 
tains a harem, over which the spiritual 
wife presides and she designates every 
evening who shall be "the prince's 
wife." His real wife never had the 
honor of being selected. Mrs. Mills 
was taken before the superintendent of 
police and after u long interview she 
leparted for St. Thomas. The police 
claim to be able to suppress the settle- 
ment on evidence secured. 


Death of Walt Whitman, the Poet. 
CANDKN, N. J., March 87.—Walt Whit- 


man, 
the poet, died at his home here 


yesterday. 


I Walt Whitman cnmo from Holland and En- 


[lisli imrnigrntion stook nnd via a son of Wai- 
;or Whitman, farmer and carpenter. He waa 
win May ill.lSIB, about 30 miles from New 
York cltv, at Weat Hills. Suffolk county. New 
York. Ho removed early to Brooklyn and New- 
York city, where hu grow up through boyhood 
nnd young mimliood. He had a plain education 
n tho public schools, learned the trade of 
printer, ntid l>eeomo an editor. Ho then went 
off for two years on a working and journeyh g 
tonr through nearly every one of tho middle, 
ftouthorn and western states and (during the 
Mexican war of 1848-40) to Louisiana and Texas, 
returning leisurely np the Mississippi and 
lorthern lakes, and back-to New York citr. 


Ho lived and worked there till 1803, when he 


left for Washington and tho front of the civil 
war. His Intonsu and continued personal occu- 
pation day find night for over two years follow 
uit In nursing the army wounded and sick, 
lorthern and southern alike, resulted In a se- 
vere prostration and paralysis at the end of the 
contest, from which ho suffered till the time of 


death, though his mind remained unim-

[rlemls arrangements for the funeral 
were finally decided and the interment 
will take place at U o'clock on Wednes- 
day afternoon. 


Yesterday afternoon an autopsy was 


made upon the body of tho deceased 
poet. The physicians found, it is said, 
that the left lung was entirely gone and 
only a breathing space of the right 
lung remained. 
They found about 


three quarts of water around the heart 
and-n large number of small abscesses 
about the organ. The pain in the left 
side had been occasioned by peritonitis. 
The brain was found to be abnormally 
large and in a quite healthy condition. 
Portions of the brain and other organs 
were taken for microscopic examina 
lion. After they had finished their 
labor tin1 physicians stated that the 
poet was one of the most splendidly 
built men they had ever examined.

rible accident befell two young girls in 
this city yesterday afternoon.

Terre iluutc track.s at the John streel 
crossing, about four squares beyond the 
Union depot, Misses Dinmons and Slin 
ger, aged respectively 10 and 18, were 
run down by switch engine No. 101. 


One ofethe girls, the eldest, died a few 


minutes after the accident, and the 
other is not expected to recover. It is 
generally claimed that the fatality oc 
curred owing to the gross negligence o 
the engineer. No bell was rung, or 
whistle blown when crossing the place 
and the citizens are very indignant over 
the. affair. There is no flagman sta 
tioned at the crossing and the company 
is coming in for a considerable amoun 
of abuse. Both girls were frightfully 
injured. The deceased girl's body was 
mutilated beyond recognition.

Death ol Dr. Morrison Munford. 


KANSAS CITY, Alo., March 27.—Dr. 


Morrison Munford, for twenty years 
editor and owner of the Kansas City 
Times, died at 4:30 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. The cause of death was 
lleuro-pneumonia which be contracted 
iome five weeks ago. He was 50 years 
old, and had been actively engaged in 
the newspaper business since 1807,'when 
ne established a weekly paper in Ten- 
nessee.

to start an evening paper and a

One was a man named Re- 
pontigny and a woman, who were sen- 
tenced to a month in jail and to pay a 
fine of $100 each. It has since developed 
that Repontigny has been leading a 
ilouble life and is a Catholic priest. 
Only an hour or M> before his arrest hi; 
hail ofiiciated at a sei'vice in St. Cnne- 
grand parish, of which he has had 
charge for the past two years. He was 
an eloquent preacher in both French 
and English and popular among his 
parishoners. 


Tried to Kidnap Her Own Child.

The woman pleaded 
pitifully to keep it but without avail.

CHICAGO BOODLERS. 


The Grand Jury Strikes a New and 


Important Lead. 


ODE WITKESS WHO PUT UP THE BOODLE 


He Contributed Freely to the Sluah 


Fund and Got Left—His Testi- 


mony Impeached by the 


Alleged Qo-Between. 


CHICAGO, March 28.—The grand jury 


struck a new and important lead in the 
boodle investigation during Saturday's 
session. The testimony was that of Otis 
Jones, formerly a contractor for school 
heating apparatus. His testimony im- 
plicates Banks Cregier, son of the ex- 
mayor, and M. B. Herty, member of the 
board of education. Jones swore- that 
12,050 was paid out corruptly, of which 
1350 . was given to Banks 
Cregier 


for 
his 
supposed 
influence 
with 


his 
father, 
to 
have 
Herty 
ap- 


pointed on the board of education. 
The remaining 
11,700 was given to 


Herty, it is alleged, after that gentle- 
man's appointment to secure his influ- 
ence in securing contracts for Jones. 
The firm of which Jones was a member 
for some months received all or nearly 
•11 the contracts for school buildings 
through the influence of Herty. 


During his examination by the grand 


jury Jones became so wrought up and 
excited that he fainted, causing a great 
commotion. 


Messrs. Cregier and Herty both em- 


phatically deny the truth of Jones' state- 
ments. 


There are hints of further sensations 


to-day, to which the grand jury ad- 
journed. 


Aldermen Miehaelson and 
Bowles 


furnished bonds of $10,000 each Satur- 
day afternoon. 


Otis Jones' story was to this effect: 


"In 1880 I was in the business of con- 
tracting for heating apparatus. I de- 
sired to get work from the school board. 
G. II. Goodrich, who was then in my 
employ, come to me and said that if I 
would use some money I could get valu- 
ble contracts from the school board. 
At his advice and suggestion I gave 
him $400 which he afterward told 
me had been paid to Mr. M. B. Hercly, 
a member of the board of education. 
I put in a bid for some work and 
got the contract. Some time after 
Goodrich told me that Hercly's term on 
the board was about to expire, and that 
money would secure influence that 
would bring about his reappointment. 
He asked for SSoO which I gave him, 
and which he afterward said he had 
paid to Banks Cregier for the latter's in- 
fluer, ce with his father in Hercly's in- 
terest. Hercly was appointed. Some 
time afterward after Goodrich de- 
manded $500 which be said Hercly had 
told him to get to be used to help buy 
for Hercly the chairmanship of the com- 
mittee on junitors and supplies. I paid 
that. 


"I was not given any of the contracts 


for some time, and I asked Goodrich 
why. 
He said Hercly wanted $1,000, 


and thai if I paid it I would get lota of 
work. I gave Goodrich the $1,000 and 
he told me lie paid it to Hercly. But 
no contracts were awarded to me, al- 
though Hercly was chairman of the 
committee ou janitors and supplies. 


I became anxious about the way I was 


being shut out and told him I either had 
to be given business or get my $1,000 
back. Goodrich told me that he met 
Hercly at the city hall a number of 
times but could get no satisfaction out 
of him. At last Goodrich went, so he 
told me, to Hercly's house, where ho 
found him sick in bed. To the demand 
for return of the money Hercly told 
Goodrich, so the latter told me,that to re- 
fund it would be impossible for him. 
It had *been divided, he said, among 
other members of the board. He could 
not refund it out of his private means 
because he had then but recently failed 
in business and had no money. 


"Shortly after that I quit the busi- 


ness of contracting and took a place 
with the Hicks Stock Car Co. Mr. Good- 
rich became secretary of the Maseoutah 
Kennel club. 


After Mr. Jones had retired from the 


grand jury room, G. H. Goodrich, the 
alleged go-between, who had been sub- 
poenaed, was called in. Replying to tho 
queries of the grand jury, be contra- 
dicted Mr. Jones' statements and pro- 
nounced them false^ He, denied ever 
having paid money to either Banks 
Cregier or ex-Senator Hercly, and inti- 
mated that Mr. Jones' spasm of '/iHue 
was due to a desire on his part to get 
hold of some money.

Witness said ballots could have 
been marked in the same manner on 
election day without being observed by 
either the clerk or other persons in the 
room; continuing the witness testified 
he did not observe Hunter numbering 
•ny of the tickets; those not engaged in 
recording the names of the voters or 
receiving tlie ballots at the window 
were talking with each other in the 
rear of the room and taking no interest 
in the work done at the ballot table. 
A box stood against ths west wall, and 
at no time during the day did I see any- 
one sitting between this box and the 
north wall and the ballot table, except 
tbe clerk, Smith, and Hunter. The glass 
in the voting window waa moderately 
clean. 
Witness then testified to the 


manner of counting out tickets, which 
was the sains as tbe testimony of witness 
Smith. Witness testified he found three 
or four of the peonliarly maiked David- 
son tickets when counting out tickets. 
When the tickets h> 1 been counted and 
tallied, one poll bojk and one tally sheet, 
with the tickets, weie placed in the bal- 
lot box, which was locked, and the key 
given to me; the ballot table was put 
over the box, on the wort tide ot tbe 
wall; the ballot box was placed on the 
box under tbe table, and the pigeon holes 
belonging to the table were put on the 
table. The room was locked when we 
left it and I took the key. 
The 


votfs were canvassed on the following 
Saturday in tbe same place the voting 
had been done; Hunter, Hutchison, Scott 
and myself canvassed them. Tbe keys 
were in my pocket from the evening ot 
tbe election day until the day we can 
vassed the returns. 
The day we can 


vaased tbe returns we opened tbe ballo 
box and took out the tally sheet and 
poll book, when we completed the can 
vats we put th* poll book and the tally 
sheet back into the box and looked an 
Mated it, the ballots were canvasse< 
before tbe school-trustee election. 


The cross examination brought on 


nothing new exoept that the voters ooulc 
see Hunter through the voting window 
there was nothing to obstruct the view 
ot an outsider from 
tbe numbering 


ot the ballot; that in the 
room 


40 inches east of the ballot tabls 
at the north wall ot the voting place am 
directly east of Hunter there was a chair 
occupied occasionally by different mem 
ben ot the board; that the persons ooon 
pjlng said chair were in a position to see 
the numbering of ths ballots; in count 
ing out ballots found one folded four 
times. He also testified that the straight 
tickets were strong first which would pal 
the straight tickets of one party on tha 
end of tbe string from which they might 
have been removed without deteotion so 
far ad their relation to members an con 
otrned. 


Alex Armstrong waa next examined 


He testified in relation to tbe canvassing 
of the vote on Saturday and the tnrninf 
over to him as town clerk elect; also thm 
Hunter and witness had sealed the box 
by puling papers over the cover of the 
box and over the ballot slot, Ben Smith 
afterward 
wrote my -name on those 


papers. He testified: Ballot box waa 
brought into court in contest, where ii 
was opened by commissioners appointee 
by the court. After tbe contest, tickets 
were put back in th» bnx, looked up anc 
Mated. Box was again opened before 
the grand jury, when ballots wen exam 
ined; thay were replaced in the box; box 
was locked and sealed as it is now. Tbe 
billot box has been in my possession 
since; it came there the Saturday after 
the election, and no one, so far as I know, 
interfered with it, 


Court adjourned for dinner.

SIX BURNING SHIPS. 


A. Brilliant Soene in the Harbor of 


Barcelona. 


SCORES OF HUMAN LIVES IN DUGER. 


The Harbor Covered With a Sea of 


Burning Oil — The Conflagration 
Caused by the Carelessness of a 
Sailor on an American Vessel. 


BAECELOSA, March 28.—In the har- 


bor here yesterday a sailor on a lighter, 
which was transporting petroleum from 
an American vessel to the docks, 
dropped a lighted match on one of the 
barrels. The barrel took fire and in a 
moment was in a blaze. The fire leaped 
from stem to stern and the crew of the 
lighter jumped for their lives and swam 
ashore or to the other boats. The 
lighter drifted around in the harbor, a 
mass of flames, and the burning oil ran 
out on the water. 


Six vessels at anchor near the spot 


where the lighter took fire tried to get 
away, but the rapidity with which the 
blazing oil was blown toward them left 
them no time. Tho corvete Thyva caught 
first, and those of the crew on board 
had to get away on the other side in 
small lx»ts and swam until picked up. 
The corvete's decks were on fire within 
a few minutes, and the vessel was 
burned to the water's edge and sank 
wishin an hour. 


The four steamers Cassilla, Albona, 


Walla and Pi, caught shortly after the 
Thyra was abandoned. 
Their crews 


had already got away. Attempts were 
made to tow them away from tho other 
shipping and to bri ng streams of water 
from other boats to bear upon them, 
but the oil in the harbor rendered these 
attempts so unsafe that no volunteers 
could be kept at work. 


The war bhip Lopanto was started 


from her moorings, but before she could 
get under way one of the burning- 
steamers swung up beside her and her 
rigging caught fire. Before this could 
be extingiiished, burning brands were 
blown on the decks by the rising wind, 
and the commander was unable to keep 
the few men, not absent on leave, at 
work fijrhting the flames. They low- 
ered the boats, and with tlie aid of a 
launch which had come out to them, es- 
caped unhurt. 


The Lepantosank last evening. The 


launch Caiman also was burned and 
sunk. Not a life was lost although sev- 
eral men were injured while trying to 
beat "back the flames from the Lepanto. 
The wildest panie prevailed among tho 
ships in the harbor during the tire, and 
manj' that n ere at a distance from the 
lighter when it took fire saved them- 
selves only by starting seaward imme- 
diately. Tho spectacle of the six burn- 
ing ships waa watched by thousands on 
the docks.
